An Essav; endedwourizg 10 prove the Advantages and 1 MPprove- 
ments the Kinzdom may receive, and the Inconvesi ncies and I1nip:dim:ns 
it may avoid and remedy, by the means of 4 well-ordered and duly ratifi d Charter 
or Incorporating and Regulating the Frofeſſors of the Art of Gardcning, 
Hum ly Offered and Pref nted by the Majter aud Company if th: ſame, 
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T may be worth the Pains of thoſe who arc Lovers 
of Gardening, to conſider the Perfection which 
that Art is arrived ro ſince the Third Year of 
the Reign of king FAM ES the Firſt, 
when we find a Charter granted under the Broad- 
Seal of Fnzland to certain Perſons inha ring 
within Londen and fix Miles of it, who were 
capable and competent to . Educate and In- 

ſtrut young Men in the Arr. 

2. And that King, being ſenſible of the happy Eflets to the King- 
dom by reaſon and means of rhe faid Charter, was pleaſed in the 
Folirteenth Year of his Reign ro renew that Charter, and to grant fun- 
dry Additional Priviledges, with Power to make fuch Laws as they 
ſhould rhink requiſite for the berter Governing their Corporation, and 
the Members thereof; and alſo Power to take notice of all fach Perſons 
as ſhould interlope into the faid Art, without ſerving thereto according 
to the Laws and Ordinances of the ſaid Corporation. 

3- The Abſtra&t of the ſaid Charter, with all Proclamations granted 
by the ſaid King and his Succeffors to the ſaid Corporation, with their 
Laws made for the Goyernmenr of the ſame, are mentioned in a proper 
place, and Reference is thereunto had. 

4. And from the Premiſles ir appears, there was nothing wanting in 
His aid Majeſty, nor indeed His Succeſſors, to make the ſaid Corpo- 
ration a well-regulated Body of Men, able to Educate a Succeſſion of 
Gardeners to ſerve the Kingdom in reſpeRive Occaſions; as ſome the 
Nobility and Gentry, ſome the Markets, ( which we call Kitchen- 
Gardening,) ſome in Flowers and choice Greens, ſome in Nurſeries, of 
all ſores of Fruir-Trees, Hardy Ever-greens, and Trees for Avenues; 
others in the Deſigning Parr, that is, ro make Gardens and Plantations ; 
ſome in Botany, or Culrure of Plants in general ; and ſome in this Cor- 
poration as general PraCtitioners in all the Varieties of this Noble Arr. 

5. And ir is at this time demonſtrable, that ſeyeral of the Nobility 
and Gentry's Gardens and Plantations ſuffer yery much from the un- 
kilful Gardeners which they employ, who never ſerving their Time to 
the Profeſſion, are not qualified ro receive under rheir Charge ſuch 
Noble Gardens and Plantations. 
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6G It is a und by exp ral Gentiemcn who are 
Landlords, COD erect | who nd them- 
ſelves to be Maſter Gardeners, NGO TUrNINT 'Eatables; 
for thele take a Piece of Ground, bur for want of Judgment how to 
crop and manure the fame as requiſite, they in few years run our rhejr 
Stock of ready Money, difappoitt their Landlords of their Rents, and 
leave the Ground in a worſe condition than they found jr: Whereas if 
they had becn Able Maſters of their Profeſſion, they might have im- 
proved tlicir grounds to much greatet value, and fo enriched them- 
(elves, and much benefitted their Landlords; .bur cheſe are not the only 
Loſſes and Abuſes, many more are evident, and ſome enumerated in 
another place. 

7. If it bedemanded, Why the Corporatien hath not put their Laws 
in Execution, for regulating thoſe Enormiries which have been and are 
committed 2 And, Why more good Laws are not made to regulate 
young Men in the ſaid Art, and fo prevent the Abufes premiſed, and 
others? 

$. It may be anſwered, That the ſaid Corporation hath wanted-the 
aſl;ſtance of an Ac of Parliament to give them Power tb put thoſe 
Laws in execution, which by the King's Letters Patents they had Leave 
ro make. 

9. For the well-affeed part of the Corporation being poor, and in 
thoſe days not many in number,they could not prevail with the greater 
and richer patt of it to joyn pertinent Methods, and having tio et 
cnoPower, for want of an Ad of Parliament the Ordinances could nor 
actuate, and ſo Irregularities increaled, which is found very, prejudici 
not only to. the Welfare of the ſaid Cotporation, but to Al che great 
Gardens and Plantations of rhe Kingdom. « 

10. But indeed, tho the Laws of the faid Charters had. been capable 
of Executien, yet theit Lamics were fo Harrow, that only a few in 
compariſon of the whole Kingdom could partake of cheir Benefit ; and 
beſides, Otkenders found ir an eaſic matter to evade all Penaltics pro- 
nounced againſt them, by remoying end diſpoſing themſelves withour 
the Precinet; Which brought the ſaid Charters even under contempt, ab 
well as to be of nv uſe : Hence if ſuch a Corporation may be eſteemed 
uſcful to. the Kingdom for pteventing/ the premiſed Abules, and for 

ocuring oertain Advantages; as dilcutied in proper place, it's humbly 
{uppolad, That a Charter extenſive all aver the Kingdom may be —_ 
ſary, as well as molt agreeable. 
11. And if ſuch ah Enlargement be granted and confirmed by Act of 
Parliament, the Maſter and Wardens of the {aid Company do promile 
for themſelves and theit Suceeſſers in the Corporation, ro Ocdain, Make, 
and cauſe to be Kept, fuch Methods, Laws, and Ordinances, as ſhall 
be btit Tor Educating young Men in the {everal Diviſions of Gardening, 
in order. co Uualific chem to ſerve any Noblemen or Gentlemen whatlo- 
ever, and for Punithing ignorant People who intrude themſclyes mto rhe 
Profutizon Widwur having ſerves their Time. 


Thus 
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Thus a Charter {o comprehenſive and ratificd as premiſed and prayed,” 
is capable of giving the Kingdom thele Advantages. 


r. The preventing and remedying the Abules and Loſſes many do 
ſuffer ( and all are liable to) by the Undertakings and Prereatioas of 
Perſons that are ignorant in the Detigns and Performances of Garden - 
ing, ſome of which are enumerated in a due place, 


2. The Accommodation of the Nobility and Gentry (many whereot 
do much favour, encourage, and promote the Advancement -of the 
Profefiton and irs Deitgns,) with able and skilfu} Servants ior the ma- 
nage of their Plantations, and rhe improvement of rheir Eitates, by 
Knowledge they are furniſhed with in the Nature of Grounds an C.li- 
mates. This Society upon the Settlement premited undertaking to 
Educate, Train, and Inltruct Youth in all and every the Parts of the 
Profeſſion ; fo that chence may be tucceſlively arawn Pertons proper tor 
all Occalions. 


3. And che Kingdom will then receive the Progrefles, Improve- 
ments, and ulcful Obſervations that have been made 1n the Art, and 
hitherto kept in” obſcurity by reaſon of the Diſcouragement that Igno- 
rame-(and thence Malice and Mean-ſpiritedne(s) has cauſcd againlt all 
Artempts to impart any thing. 


4 Which Impediments, th6 they have diſappointed the Kingdom of 
many Ornaments and Advantages, _ lo well cactined and affeftioned 
have ſome among the Nobility and Gentry: been to'ta the Art, that by 
theit Encouragement , Protedtion , Shelter, and Example, it has to 
thriven, that many excellent Performances have been able ro appear in 
the World ; and indeed ir ſeems fo far' ro have gained a Repuration, 
that irs Well-wiſhers and Promoters do fancy to themſelves they have 
ſome glimpfes of bringing that Art to perfetion. A Charter well con- 
firmed will cerrainly do it, fot then rhe Men of Skill will be Encou- 
raged and Rewarded, and the Ignorant will not dare to appear for. fear 
of being expoſed to due Contempt, and of being duly puniſhed. Thus 
nothing will be buried that's uſeful neither of Man nor of Earth ; 
Man will communicate all he knows and finds, and all Soils will be 
cultivated into Fertility and Beauty,

3- Again, the pretenders to this defigning part, are ſo unskilful in 
knowing how to make a colleCtion of Fruit-rrces, for thoſe lame de- 
ſigns which they have made, that they know not what is proper to 
Plant againſt the ſeveral Aſpects of thoſe Walls; nor what for Dwarfs, 
nor high ſtanders,nor what kinds of hardy Ever-greens,or flowring Shrubs 
arc proper for Walks, Standers, Center-trecs or Hedges, or what Orna- 
mental lines of Edgings, or lines of roots of Flowers, their Beds or Bor- 
dcrs require to adorn their Gardens: and the c{culant Herbs or Florilege, 
molt of chem are very ignorant in, as ſeveral of their works demon- 
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ihele arc lome of the enormities commitred by unskiltul Deſigners.
